ship; but Geneva dispatches say tnat
me ttanans are still advancing.
Near Göritz, thc Austrians quered

i deles mined resistance. In i'riest,
inti-ltalian disorders are reported end
tne municipal authorities are said to
liave fled.
Thc Austro-Gorman advance in Ga¬

licia are still being prosecuted with
success, except for a Russian victory
jn the San river at SienlaWa. Vienna
reports indicate that the maneuvers
designed to Isolate Przemysl, are pro¬
ceeding unchecked and i. ai me tor-
tress soon may be surrounded.:

In the Caucasus the Russians are
now in possession of the city of Van.
in Turkian Armenia tiley ute ateauu>
advancing against thc Turks.
Turkey now has abona 80,000 sol¬

diers on the Gallipoli peninsula, anú
is bringing up reinforcements frim
Syria, tuus concentrating her efforte
on the defense of Constantinople. On
that account the offensive operations
In the Caucasus have been abandoned.
The reports, issued by the French

army headquarters, dwell on the Brit¬
ish advance toward L. Bassee, and a
further French progress ir. the mest
difficult section of the Lens-Arras U&9.
Near Rcuric, a little to the north ot
Friar, a formidable German fortress
bars the road to the eastward. The
French :<atVj captured a part of this
work which is known as "The Laby¬
rinth." The Germans are fighting
(stoutly to prevent the further pro¬
gress of the allies there. They have
made no less than seven sanguinary
assaults on the new French position
of Angres. Berlin reports'that the
battle at Ablaln Stazalre is still rag¬
ing.

EVIDENT SHOWS NEBRASKAN

Detailed evidence is being sent by
mall, but a summary of the main
feature as prepared by the state
department and 'made public this
nftorne on follows: "The American
ambassador at London haa informed
the state department that the inves¬
tigation of the Nebraskan incident
by Lieutenant Towers brings out the
facts as follows: 'That the Nebraskan
bad loft Liverpool, bound for the
Delaware breakwater, in the after¬
noon of May 24th and waa in water
ballast. The Word Nebraskan, New
York, were painted on each side
amldshlp in lettera six feet high and
she flew the American flag continu¬
ously up to approximately 8:10 p. m.
May 25th. At which time the ship
was about forty miles southwest of
Fastenct. The flag w-s hauled down
because the SUB had set and the ship
was considered at sea. The chief
engineer of the ship at 8:24 p. m.
observed a white streak in the water,
perpendicular to the ship on the star¬
board side, a severe shock was almost
Instantly felt, followed by a violent
explosion."

Lake, ten mile from Ban Antonio,
where the first ot these bat roosts
stands, waa formerly so thickly In¬
fected with mosquitoes that lt was
almost impossible to reátala out ot
